“No re- 
ceive margin was to be had on the WA4RTS end,

Clifford Stanley Shrieve Il 
1952 -2000 Silent Key 


The parents, Clifford and Mary Shrieve 
natives of Fort Wayne In brought Cliff 
into this world in 1952. Cliff was a nor- 
mal happy child, however around the age 
of 10 teachers complained that Cliff 
needed too many trips to the bathroom. 
Concerned by this revelation Mary took him to the 
doctor, this is when the family learned he had sugar 
diabetes. 


Cliff loved the lake while growing up. His Parents 
had a cottage by the fish hatchery on Lake Wawasee. 
Cliff remarked to me shortly before his death, the 
happiest times of his life was during his visits to 
the lake. In his teen years he found an interest in 
auto and truck mechanics. He once bought some 
old trucks and when his father ask him what his 
plans were, he told him that he was going to fix 
them up and sell them. Cliff 
did in fact fix and sell them, 
making a handsome profit to 
boot. This was the basis for 
his first job at North Ameri- 
can Van lines. As a parts 
buyer he traveled about the 
U.S. frequently. Cliff was 
married for a short while and 
had a son, Jeff. He later mar- 
ried again in 1983 to his present wife Kim. It was 
during this time that his eyesight began to fail. A 
trip to Mayo Clinic confirmed that Cliff’s vision 
was failing due to the diabetes. Cliff decided to 
learn Braille at the League for the Blind. It was here 
that Cliff held his first office as a board member. 
Cliff sight had deteriorated so much that he was 
assigned a seeing eye dog, which he became very 
attached to. Cliff had the dog many years before it 
died. 


His dimming vision was proving to be a difficult 
adjustment, his mother said just playing cards or 
working on his autos was almost impossible. So 
frustrated, Cliff continued to look for something that 
would give him a feeling of accomplishment. This 
is when he discovered Amateur radio. Cliff attended 
The Fort Wayne Radio Club’s classes in the spring 
of 1991, and Bill Kindred (WA9RAP) said he 
passed his Novice test with no problems. On Janu- 
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ary of 1992 he passed his General class test. As 
Cliff took to the air waves of Ham radio he quickly 
discovered many new friends. His quick wit and 
warmth were an immediate hit with all the Hams 
he talked with. Feeling a need to serve the Commu- 
nity he began to offer his services to the Fort Wayne 
Radio Club. He was chairman of our Hamfest in 
1995, he was President in 1994 and 1996 and a board 
member for three more years. Who can ever forget 
Cliff as Santa at the Radio Clubs Christmas ban- 
quet strolling onto the main floor fully costumed, 
doing the curly shuffle. His skit using Dino, Carl 
and myself all shaking a set of bells and singing a 
rowdy version of “My Ding-a Ling” still makes me 
smile. He loved gathering the Kids around him lis- 
tening to their Christmas wishes. Cliff also had some 
of the most memorable Club meetings. The visit to 
Parkview Hospital and seeing the operations of the 
Good Samaritan 
Helicopter and 
the Visit to the 
Weather Bureau 
are good ex- 
amples. Of 
course no one 
will forget his 
mystery guest “ 
the Tomb Stone Lady” with her unique stores about 
the deceased and the curious epitaphs on their head 
stones. It was only after her presentation by this 
wonderful Lady that we discovered that it was 
Cliff’s very own Mother. 


He later set up his Ham shack for amateur televi- 
sion. From there he produced many unique funny, 
and entertaining videos. Again Cliff found a way to 
volunteer his services to the community. In his Ham 
shack set up to look 
like the North pole 
Chiff would play 
Santa to the confined 
residents of the State 
Mental Hospital. By 
using Amateur Televi- 
sion, it appeared 
Santa was broadcasting live from the North Pole. 
It’s hard to express here the immense goodness we 
felt helping those often forgotten souls to enjoy a 
visit with “Santa”. Cliff was a great giver and he 
always gave 100 percent. Of course his greatest gift 
of all was of himself.

It’s Alive! Phase 3D Is Now AO-40 


from The ARRL Letter — Alive and well and in orbit around 
Earth, the satellite known for the past decade as “Phase 3D” 
has a new name. AMSAT-NA Board Chairman Bill Tynan, 
W3XO, this week announced that Phase 3D now will be 
known as AMSAT-OSCAR 40, or AO-40. 


“We have been calling it Phase 3D for far too long,” Tynan 
said. “Henceforth it will take its place in the long line of 
OSCARs, satellites built by the Amateur Radio community 
for the Amateur Radio community throughout the world.” 


Tynan said he got the official go-ahead from Phase 3D Project 
Leader Karl Meinzer, DJ4ZC, to assign an OSCAR number. 
It’s been 40 years since the first OSCAR satellite launched. 
AMSAT-OSCAR 40 was dedicated to the memory of one of 


its principal builders, Werner Haas, DJSKQ, and operates un- 
der the call sign DPOWH. Haas died earlier this year. A plaque 
aboard AO-40 is dedicated to his memory. 


Tynan, whose tenure as AMSAT-NA President covered the 
early years of the Phase 3D project, was overjoyed to see the 
satellite finally in orbit. “Congratulations and thanks to all 
who participated in any way to this wonderful achievement,” 
he said. 


Following a one-day postponement, Phase 3D was success- 
fully launched November 16 at 0107 UTC and placed into a 
geostationary transfer orbit, from which it will be nudged 
into its final high elliptical orbit. When the Ariane 5 launcher

successfully deployed Phase 3D at 0153 UTC, cheers erupted 
from the AMSAT team monitoring the flight’s progress in 
the Arianespace control room. The satellite is not expected to 
be ready for general use for about nine months. 


“Tt was a textbook launch,” said Phase 3D Mission Director 
and AMSAT-DL Executive Vice President Peter Guelzow, 
DB2OS. Guelzow, who’s filling in for Phase 3D Project 
Leader Karl Meinzer, DJ4ZC, said the satellite appears to be 
in excellent health. A “general beacon” was transmitting on 
approximately 435.450 MHz. The AO-40 PSK beacon has 
been monitored on or about 145.898 MHz—-slightly differ- 
ent from the expected frequency. 


This week’s Phase 3D launch culminated a decade of plan- 
ning, design, construction and testing as well as an ambitious 
fundraising campaign. The ARRL was among the major con- 
tributors to the Phase 3D project. 


Newly elected AMSAT-NA President Robin Haighton, 
VE3FRH, hailed the news of the launch. “It expands the ca- 
pabilities of radio amateurs to work with higher frequencies 
and develop advanced communication techniques,” he said. 
“Once more, Amateur Radio operators will be at the leading 
edge of experimentation in communications.” 


The satellite now is in orbit some 585 miles above Earth at 
the closest point. Phase 3D’s final elliptical orbital configu- 
ration will put the satellite some 2500 miles away from Earth 
at its nearest point, and some 29,500 miles at its farthest. 


At 630 kg (1380 Ibs) and some 20 feet across when the solar 
panels are deployed, Phase 3D is the largest Amateur Radio 
satellite ever put into space. Three other satellites, the giant 
PanAmSat PAS-1R communications satellite and the smaller 
STRV-1C and 1D mini-satellites, joined AMSAT Phase 3D— 
now AO 40—for the ride.
